He said yes- 
terday at the inquest and repeated to-day 
that before Mr. Ohambers fred and 
after he had ordered Bowman off 
the place, Bowman turned himself 
slightiy and threw his hand back as if 
to geta weapon. No search of the body was 
made by anyone authorized to make a search, 
or any other person known, between the time 
of the shooting, at 1:30 o’clock Monday after- 
noon, and 8:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
when the Coroner and jury were sworn over 
the body of Bowman. 
THE ANCIENT IDEA 

in regard tothe treatment of bodies of per- 
sons who die a violent or mysterious death ob- 
tains in the country. The removal of the body 
to Clayton by another person than the OCor- 
Oper Was a great violation of the law of cus- 
tom; but after that the proceeding was after 
the ancient roles. No one was allowed 
to touch the body unt the jury 
had been sworn.

The Inquest. 


Late yesterday afternoon the inquest, part 
of which was given in the Posr-DIsPaTCH yes- 
terday, was completed.

** Yesterday afternoon two men drove up to 
the house in a buggy. she testified, and 
when I stepped out on the porch one of them, 
the deputy Sheriff, asked me if Mr. Chambers 
Was at home.

He came 
Guwn ahead of me, and I saw bim 80 to 
the door and speak to the officer. 
went into the house, and a few minutes 
latersaw the deputy standing alone. A few

people about the hotels and the members of 
the St. Louis colony in New York were sot 
surprised at Bowman’s tragic death. Many of 
them had some ancedote torelate about the 
rewarkabie and aggressive career of the not 
overscrupulous lawyer zall who knew him had 
predicted that he would die with his boots on. 
While they were not able to recall any gener- 
ous deed that he ever did, they could not 
help but speak in an admiring way of 
his undoubted ability, his untiring energy 
and his pluck. But they spoke of 
these qualities as HFH they had been 
by a bank burglar. Bowman had bad an 
office here for about three years, establishing 
it about the time he married Mise Estelle 
Platt of Brooklyn, wtose father is Abraham 
B. Platt a ciothier at 69% Broadway. Most of 
the time since the marriage Bowman and his 
wife lived at the Pierrepont House in Brook- 
lyn. As usual he indulged in self praise, and 
in other ways made hbimself conspicuous 
among the guests at the . hotel. He 
claimed to have remarkable connections 
with rallroad companies in the West and 
boasted of his wealth. It is said by people 
about the hotel that the relations between bim 
and Mrs. Bowman were not always pleasant, 
owing to his intensely jealous disposition. 
Mrs. Bowman is an exceeding! eautiful 
brunette, with a finely modell * and in 
public her husband seemed very proud of ber. 
A year ago last summer they lived atthe 
Ocean House, at Long Branch, where they at- 
tracted considerable attention. Bowman drove 
about in a fine equipage and spent money 
liberally. This summer Mrs. Bowman went to 
Europe, and itissaid that she started on the 
trip at only a few hours notice. She returned 
afew weeks ago and is now at her father’s 
house at No. 303 Carroll street, ~~ n. She 
refuses to talk about the traged owman 
wasa badly disappointed ay regarding his 
business in New York. told his 
acquaintances that in a “J years he 
would be one of the most conspicuous 
lawyers practicing before this bar. Instead, 
his practice was small. He was engaged last 
winter in Albany asa lobbyist in some street 
rallroad schemes for both this city and Brook- 
— and fought against an electric road for 
Iton street, Brooklyn. One day — 2 
while Bowman stood tn front of the Equltabie 
building, three of his Worstenemies passed 
along Broadway. Their appearance 
called forth a flood of reminiscences 
of the fteud which kept &. Louls 
"Pina turmoll tor years. One of the men was 
Stlison Hutchins now of Washingten, but ed- 
itor of the St. Louis Times, and one Of the most 
potent factorsin Missouri politics at the time 
that neand Bowman became enemies. The 
second was ex-Attorney General Boone who, 
when Speaker of the Missouri Legisiature, 
was challenged by Bowman to fight a duel, 
and the third was ex-Congressman Jo hn M. 
Glover, who also received a challenge from 
Bowman. 


Sentiment in the Oounty. 


It ie seldom that the’ under dog in a fight 
wholly lacks sympathy. Frank J. Bowman, 
mutilated beyond . recognition and dead, 
worsted beyond all hope in his contest with 


B. M. Chambers, did not have one friend at 
Clayton yesterday at the inquest or to-day at 
the preliminary hearing. The body lay in a Iittie 
room off the main corridor of the Court-house 
during the inquest, and all around 
that room the people of Clayton and the sur- 
rounding country circulat during the day 
discussing only his death and the chances of 
Zee Cha No matter where they came 
from, from Ferguson way, from Carondelet, 
from the city, every one had sympathy for 
Chambers and nota wordof good for Bow. 
man. There was not one man who knew any- 
thing that would dignify the mangled remnant 
of 41 — 4 

If Frank Bowman bad a friend in St. Louis 
County that friend dia not appear. Unless 
there is a radical reaction in the feeling out 
there Bartholomew Maziere Chambers needs 
little defense in the eyes of his fellow citizens 
who will pass upon his case.

The State Stud of Hungary, With Its 


Horses From Arabia. 


The Hungarian State keeps altogether four 
studs, says the London Standard, viz., Mezo- 
hegyes, with 1,646 horses of various breeds; 
Baboina, with 539 horses, and Fogaras, with 
421, both for Arabian horses; finally Kisber, 
with 509 horses, principally for the importa- 
tion and breed of British horses, racers as well 
as half-breds. The State keeps other depots 


of staflions at different places, having alto- 
gether 2,300 there in 1887, the latest year for 
which a return has been prepared,

THE CRONIN CASE. 


Important Evidence Secured by the Pruseca- 
tien to Cover Weak Points. 


CHICAGO, III., Oct. 23.--Joseph Neville was 
thrown out of the Criminal Court building last 
evening, and finally hauled away and locked 
up on account of some very injadicious 
speeches which were given utterance dy him. 
He was slightly under the influence of liquor 
and became quite boisterous, declaring that 
he and his friends were members of the Clan- 
nu-Gaeil, and that Judge Longenecker would 
not live to finish the prosecution of tne men 


charged with the murder of Dr. Cronia. He 
said he did not value bis own life, and before 
a week passed away Jndve Longenecker 
would disappear mysteriously. When he en- 
deavored to force his way into the State’s At- 
torney’s office he was placed under arrest. 

Neville was arraigned in Police Court this 
morning. He pleaded that he was drunk at 
the time be made the disturbance and did not 
know what he was doing. He was fined $50 
and the justice remarked that that would keep 
him in the House tf Oorrection until the 
Cronin trial shall have been completed. 

I've deen N good deal about the 
case,’’ Neville said his cell, and bave 
been up there a good deal, but this is all I 
know about it. 

The Journal says that in either State’s Attor- 
ney Longenecker’s opening speech in the Cro- 
nin case to-morrow or in the o- 
idence to be introdueed later on there 
will be several surprises. A weak point 
in the case has always been thought to be the 
inability of the State to show that Dr. Cronin 
actually sutered the Oarleon cottage on the 
night of the murder. Regarding this the 
Journal ears: ‘‘The evidence showing 
Dr. Cronin’s entrance into the COari- 
son cottage on the night of the 
murder will be concingive: Judge Longen- 
ecker may not ay so in his opening 
speech, bat at the right time he will 

rove by good witnesses the follow- 
ng facts: On the ulcht of May 4 two 
men had occasion to go to Lakeview to 
arrange some deal in estate in which they 
were interested. One of these is an Irish- 
American and a member of the Clan-na-Gael 
organization. The other is a reputable Ameri- 
can citizen. They were detained until a late 
— and — at the bouse of a friend to 

pper. — 4 did not get through until after 

90 — = on their way home they had 
to walk by the Carlson cottage, As they 
passed the scene of the murder they saw 
a buggy drive up. In it were seated two men, 
and as they passed by one of the destrians 
said tothe other as the buggy drove past: 
See that man on the far side of that buggy? 
That is Dr. Cronin, the Irish Nationalist.’ 

As he spoke the words the buggy pulled up. 
It stopped in front of the Carison cottage. 
Oronin sprangout and rushed ap the steps 
as if he had been summoned on a 
case of great emergency. The man who drove 
the buggy stepped out and waiked up acoupie 
of steps. The Clan-na-Gael pedestrian was 
on the point of hailing Dr. Cronin 
and speaking to him, but as the latter ap- 
geome to be in such a hurry herefrained. The 

oor was opened and Dr. Cronin stepped in- 
side. The man who drove him there dia 
not go inside. He turned around from the 
foot of the step, jumped into the bugey and 
drove away as fust as the horse could take 
him. Ail this will be sworn to by the 
two fcitizens who saw it, and will 
doubtiess, prove one of the biggest 
surprises of the case. 

regard to the eatrance of Dr. Cronin to the 
cottage will be sensational, no less so will be 
that regarding the actual perpetrators of * n 
crime. Evidence willbe produced by es 
enecker to show thatfour men took part in 
the murder of Dr. Oronin in the cottage. 
These four men were Coughlin, Cooney, 
Burke aod a man who has not yet been either 
arrested or indicted in the case. The name 
of the fourth man has not yet been reveaied, 
but it is known be is not a Chicagoan.

BROKE THE BANK. 


A Boston Deoctor’s Wonderful Bun of Luck 
at Gambling. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispartcs. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 23.—Dr. Wm. Thornton, 
who is tne defendant in the somewhat remark- 
able suit brought by the proprietor of a gam- 


| bling-house to recover $15,800, which the doctor 


won at the roniette wheel, has quite a reputa- 
tion here for playing big stakes. There is an 
interesting story of his run of luck at the 
Savage Club. At first he lost heavily, but 


kept on pl and on ‘the mornin 
of February 1 last his fuck return 
with a rush. He won on every play. 
He sat down to the wheel soon after midnight 
and did not get up untillong after daybreak. 
Wherever he placed his chips—and each one 
represented $5—the ball stopped. There was 
only $4,000 in the bank, and that was secon the 
doctor’s. He played single numbers, and 
ev time he won bis stakes were multiplied 
thirty-five times. As the night wore on tne 
doctor found bis pile of chips steadily increas- 
ing, and he weakenec. He did not dare go 
bome with so much money. He was alone and 
with the customary suspicion of 
ambiers ne was to leave the 
ouse, 80 he kept on playing, 
hoping that his pile would diminish enough 
to remove some of the temptation to rob and 
rhaps murder him. He played recklessly, 
ut he could not lose. At last, when the day 
was well advanced and the sidewalks were 
crowa the tor decided be had had 
enough™ He took $8,000 in cash and a check 
for 8, 000. Henry Reeb, the proprietor of the 
club, who had played against Dr. Thornton, 
borrowea the money and cashed the check 
that afternoon. he next night the 
doctor tried * luck again and 
carried ‘off $2,000. The third night he 
won an equal amount and on February (he 
— ped after winning $1,000. There was the 
of his run ot luck. A few days later Dr. 
Thornton again visited the club and lost 
$6,000. He did not bave the cash with bim 
and tendered his note, payable in fourteen 
Gays. It was accepted without any hesita- 
tion. It is said, however. that the doctor 
dishonored the note. He took the ground 
that the note was given by him in considera- 
tion of money lost at — bling. and that the 
note was beid in good faith his made the 
gambiers mad and they took legal steps to 
et even with the doctor. They attached 
is real estate and bank ac- 
count and demanded — refunding 
of the $15,000 won dy bim.

The danger continued allthrough Saturday 
and Sunday and it was feared he would die as 
his brother The Czar did at Council Biufis, 
early in May when the stable was en route 
East. Fortunately on Monday there was a 
change for the better which was continued 
yesterday, and late in the afternoon EI Rio 
Rey was seen standing in his box warmly 
bianketed and beyond ‘‘any immediate dan- 
ger of death.’’

TOLD TO THE MAYOR THIS MORNING BY AN 
APPLICANT FOR A PERMIT. 


He Says He Was Invited te an Engine Pit 
on- Third Street by a Letter and That a 
Deadly Assault Was Made on Him—The

O. HEIMBACH went to 
the Mayor's office this 
morning, and after tell- 
ing bis story to hie hon- 
or was given a permit to 
catry a revolver for 
three months.

out a warrant for as- 
sault to kill against Gus 
Hageman, the engineer 
at M. M. Buck’s ¢stab- 

“lishment at 209 North 

Tbird street, 
Mr. Heimbach, the 
agrieved party, ie an en- 
gineer and manufacturer of light hardware 
specialties at No. 806 North Twelfth street, and 
has just fallen heir to some money, how much 

he would not say. 

The cause of all the trouble seems to be, 
from Heimbach’s statement, a woman. 

The story Heimbach told to Mayor Noonan 
this morning is in substance as follows: 
„Last Thursday I received through the mail 
the foilowing letter: 

Sir—By calling on engineer at 209 North 
Third street you will hear something to your 
benefit and save a great deal of trouble. I 
know all. If you do not come at once I will 
be sure to attend to you. 

Signed, Engineer, 209 North Third. 

‘‘Idid not know, then, who this engineer 
was, but I found out it was Gus Hageman,and 
the next day, that was Friday, I went down 
there about II o’oclock. I went to the place 
and went 

DOWN INTO THE CELLAR 


on the elevator, which wept up again and left 
me there with no place to get out. 

1. r was down there and told me he 
wanted to cut my heart out, or something like 
that. He then charged that I had done an in- 
justice to his wife, who, he said, fifteen years 
ago was a servant in y mother’s house, and 
he had just learned of.it. I told bim that 
was not true, and that my word 
was just ae as his wife’s 
anytime. He made a pass at me with the 
knife and cut me on the thumb as I warded it 
off. Then l was afraid that he would throw 
medown in that Wheel pit and kill me. I 
looked around and saw that there was no door 
for me to get out of, 80 tried 
to back away. The ceiling was low, and the 
engine room very narrow. He hit me in the 
mouth and split my lip, but I got away. 
Afterwards I found he had cut a hole in my 
vest and must have done it in the 
scuffie, as I don't remember when 
it was done. That is a dad place

down there to get a man into, asit is very. 


narrow, low and dark, and there is no way of 
getting out. He has threatened to kill me.’’ 

‘*What is this story, about Hageman’ s wilfe?’’ 
was asked. 

„Well, I understand that Hogeman has 
married ‘this girl, and now he is just hearing 
a story cop nectin my name. with hers, 
fifteen years ago. f course that is false, as 
all I know about her is that she worked tor 
my mother whenlIwas living witn ber. I 
would not know the woman now if I saw her, 
and never was intimate with her. ’ 

A triend of Mr. Heimbach’s, who would not 
give bis name, but who was with him to-day, 
said: 

That man Hageman came to my 
looking for Heimpbach, but would not tel 
what his business was; be finally found his 
address and sent the letter. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter went to M. M. 
Buck’s to see the engineer and was invited 
down a pit about fifteen feet deep in the alley. 
The only means of entrance was a ladder 
fastened to the wall. 

Gus Hageman, the engineer, was found 
there working hous his engine. He is a 
Large German of big build and loaks like a 

ard man to meet in a tight place. He dis- 
played a great deal of nervous excitement 
when told that Heimbach bad obtained a per- 
mit to carry a revolver and was going to swear 
out a warrant. When questioned about

and other points in the case he denied every- 
thing and would only say that the other day 
two or three men came down there to do him 
up and be had a knife he was cutting pack- 
ing with and that was how it bappened. He 
expressed a desire that justice should be done 
and that he be given an opportunity té deny 
Heimbach’s statements. 

The other employees about the store knew 
very little concerning the case. 

It was the impression of those that heard 
the story that there was some persons busy 
making trouble between Hageman and Heim- 
bach by arousing Hageman’s jealousy by 
telling him tales against Heimbach and his 
wife, Which, from Heimbach’s statements, ap- 
pear to be totally unfounded. That there isa 
gross misunderstanding somewhere is very 
evidensfhand it is very —.— that develop- 
ments will show that eman has been mis- 
informed and that Heimbach has been the 
victim of some malicious gossip.

BROUGHT BEFORE THE MERCHANTS’ FX- 
CHANGE DIRECTORS BY GRAIN MEN. 


The Advocates of State Inspection of Grain 
and Those Opposed to the Law Before 
the Board of Directors—Two Conflicting 
Petitions Rearing the Same Names—A 
Difficalt Position. 


— HE question of State 
inspection on the East 
side was the theme of 
discussion among 
grain receivers this 
morning, and the out- 
come of the directors’ 
meeting held this af- 
ternoon was a matter 
of uncertainty up to a 
late hour. The de- 
cision of the board 
will in all probability 
Gecide the question 
for the present, but 
those who are op- 
posed to State inspec- 
4 tion declared that in 
no case would they 
sabmit to the rules 
established dy the 
Rallroad Commissioners until the matter was 
tested in the courts. 
TWO MODES OF PROCEDURE 
are advocated, one to maintain that the in- 
spection act, being specialin its application 
to elevators witha capacity of more than 50,- 
000 bushels, was unconstitutional, and the 
second to hold that the Circult Court had no 
authority to license elevators in this city, and 
that without such license the law could not 
be carried into effect. On thelatter point 
John H. Overall has given his opin- 
‘fon that the Circuit Court has 
no such authority, and other lawyers 
have stated that those who sign their names 
to a petition requesting the Board of Directors 
to indorse the inspectors appointed by the 
Chief Grain Inspector were in no way estopped 
from testing the case in the courts. With this 
understanding a number of grain receivers 
expressed their concurrence with the resolu- 


tions passed at the grain receivers’ meeting 
on Monday, agreeing to indorse State inspec- 
tion if four t the present inspectors were 
appointed by Mr. Burks. 

MR. OVERALL’S OPINION 

Tné written opinion of Mr. Overall is in the 
hands of a leading grain owner, who sent for 
it this morning, and who has shown it to sev- 
eral members of the Board of Directors. A 
number of grain receivers declare that were 
it not for this opinion they would never have 
appended their names to the paper agreein 
conditionally to indorse the State Railiroa 
Oommisesioners. 

The action of the receivers of wheat has 
been presented to the Board of Directors and 
was considered by them in to-day’s meeting. 
Accompanying this was a paper — by a 
large majority of the grain owners indorsing 
the present board of East S'de inspectors as a 
whole and declaring thatthe best interests of 
the market would be advanced by retaining 
them in office. 

MANY OF THE SAME NAMES 

pear on both petitions, which N com.- 
8 loates the question to be decided by the 
Board of Directors. Those who are on both pe- 
titions justify their course by saying that it is 
undoubtedly best for Inspectors appointed b 
the Merchants’ Exchange to contro 
the elevators in East St. Louis, 
but that rather than have two 
systems of grading it would be desirable, 
until the constitutionality of the State law can 
be tested in the courts, to indorse the ap- 
polntees of the State Board, if control is as- 
sured to the men who bave the confidence of 
the receivers. Itis, as asserted, a sense of 
the disadvantages incident to the establish- 
ment of two grades, that led the majority of 
the grain receivers to sign the paper 
recommending the appointment of the 
Inspectors named by Burks, if among them 
were included four of the resent force, 
Several of the leading grain dealers are in eon - 
sultation with lawyers in reference to the best 
metbod of legally testing the grain Inspection 
bill, and in ihe meantime wish to have as 
little interruption as possible of the ordinary 
course of business, W hat the directors would do 
no one was willing to predict, as both the 
friends of State inspection as mod 
the meeting held by the 
celvers on Monday last and those who 
believe that a straight fight should be made 
were represented on the board. Charies A.

Sisters of the Geod Shepherd Will Baild in 
Sixty Days. 

A letter from the Sisters of the Good Shep- 
herd to Fisher 4 Co. was received by that 
firm to-day stating that unless pending ne- 
gotiations for the purchase of their property, 
bounded by Taylor, Maryland and Berlin 
avenues, were not conelifded within the next 
sixty days no offer whatever would be enter- 
tained fur the ground thereafter, and that 


steps would then be immediately taken for 
building the new home there with a view of 
having it completed ready for occupancy next 


fail. 

The ground has not been upon the market 
for sale since the Sisters of the Good Shepherd 
bought it, but when they announced durin 
the summer that mer were going to bull 
upon the site, and pubiished s picture of the 
* improvement, the attention of cap- 
talists and specuiators was attracted to the 
section, and numerous parties have since 
been trying to buy the land, nearly a block in 
extent. 

It is a splendid locality and so admirably 
suited for the purpose intended the Sisters 
the Good Shepard are somewhat loath to part 
with it, bat yielding to counsel of friends of 
the institution they consented to sell and 
buy elsewhere providing they got a satis- 
facto price, and the consideration of vari- 
ous offers is what has retarded building oper- 
ations up the present time. 

There is one person who has made a bid of 
$75 a foot for the whoie of the Taylor avenue 
front, but the Sisters do not consider the 
proposition favorabiy.

A CURIOUS DOCUMENT. 


The Deed of Transfer of Manhattan Island 
to the Dutch. 


St. Pau, Oct. %.—sSamuel H. Thayer of 
Minnesota, United States Minister at The 
Hague, has written Rev. Dr. E. D. Nell, Dean 
of McAllister College, inciosing him a quaint 
and ancient document forthe Minnesota His- 
torical Society. The letter is as follows: 


My Dear Doctor—I take the liberty of in- 

closing herewith copies in Dutch and English 
text of the only document in the archives of 
The Hague relating to the transfer of Manhat- 
tan Island from the Indians tothe Dutch in 
1626. I also send you a photograph of the 
origigal. SAMUEL R. THAYER. 

Fol — y isa translation of the original 
document in all its quaintness: 

To the High and Mighty Lords of the States General 
at The Hague: 

My Lorps-—There arrived here yesterday 
the ship called the Arms-of-Amsterdam, 
which sailed from the River Muritius (now the

September. Report is brought that-our people 
there are diligent and live peaceabiy. Their 
wives have also borne them children. They 
had purchased the Island of Manhattan from 
the Indians for the sum of 6 guilders. 
It contains 11,000 margins of land. They have 
sown all kinds of grain in the middle of Ma 
and reaped it inthe middle of August. 
send you smali — es of the summer grains, 
as wheat, rye, riey, oate, buckwheat, 
canary seed, beans and flax. The cargo ot 
the ship consists of 7,246 beaver skins, 17,812 
‘otter skins, forty-three mink, thirty-six ‘cat 
lynx, thirty-three mink, thirty -four small 
rat, together witha considerable quantity of 
oak timber and nutwood. Commending your
